RE: U.S. AND SOVIET DELEGATES DISCUSS DETENTE AT GWU CONFERENCE 

The problems of detente and their implications for Asia were 
the subject of a week-long (July 9~13) conference at George Washington 
University bringing together academicians from seven U.S. universities 
and nine Soviet Union delegates whose discussions ranged from Asia to 
Africa, China to the Middle East. 

The exchange of views at the conference, co-sponsored by GW's 
Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies and the Institute for the Far East 
at the USSR Academy of Sciences in Moscow, were described as productive 
by Dr. Gaston Sigur, director of the GW institute. 

Discussing a variety of critical policy issues in Asia, Soviet 
delegates spoke with considerable candor, according to Dr. Sigur, as 
they articulated their goverment's positions. The Institute for the 
Far East has an advisory function with the USSR government. 

Delegates agreed the dialogue originating from this first conference 
should be continued with the purpose of decreasing tension in Asia. If 
the conference continues next year, it will be conducted in the Soviet 
Union, according to Dr. Sigur. 

Conference delegates from the Soviet Union and their areas of 
expertise included Dr. M.I. Sladkovsky, economic and security

CONTINUING ENGINEERING EDUCATION: 
Keeping up with Technology 


WASHINGTON, D.C. -- “Ignorance of or failure to adapt to new technology 
can mean both personal and corporate failure for scientists and engineers,'* 
explains Jack E. Mansfield, director of George Washington University's 
Continuing Engineering Education (CEE) program. 

It was for this reason that the School of Engineering and Applied Science 
originated the CEE program 10 years ago. More than 33,000 practicing engineers 
and scientists from 21 to 65 years of age have completed CEE non-credit courses 
in this program to maintain current knowledge in their fast-growing technical 
fields. Almost all of them have a bachelor's degree and nearly half have a 
graduate degree. 

The CEE program began in 1969 with 170 students and 15 courses. Last year, 
more than 6,800 persons were enrolled in 366 courses and workshops, running 
from two to five days and emphasizing practical applications of theory. Twenty- 
nine of these courses were offered in Europe. ''It is one of the largest programs 
of its type in the United States today,'' said Mansfield. 

CEE courses fall into four categories—regular on-campus programs taught 
at GW in Washington, D.C., programs conducted in major cities and advertised

nationally, programs contracted by agencies or organizations for their employees, 
(more than 2,500 major corporations have participated including AT6T, ITT, IBM, 
RCA, GE, Westinghouse, Xerox, GTE, Exxon, Rockwell and Ford) and international 
programs conducted abroad. 

The first international course was offered in 1975i and since then classes 
have been conducted in London, Brussels, Zurich, Munich, Spain, Canada and 
South America serving more than 1,000 students. 

In January I 98 O, a major new program, five years in the making, will begin 
in West Berlin. Courses in advanced engineering technology for computers, 
data communications and telecommunications as well as structures, reliability 
and cost management are among 75 topics to be offered during the first year of 
CEE operation in West Berlin. The program there will expand to include more 
than 200 offerings per year. "Few programs equivalent to ours are offered by 
European institutions," said Mansfield. 

In addition to the School of Engineering and Applied Science faculty, 
leaders from industry, government and other universities teach in the program. 
The CEE staff, which develops and implements new courses, has grown from two 
to eleven persons since the program began.
